The New Orleans Times undoubtedly 
thinks there is rascality about lien liut- 
ler’a settlement of his brother's estate, 
which has just been decided bankrupt. It 
draws this picture of the pair of worthiers 
»s they were in New Orleans: 

\\ hen General li. F. liutlcr wa.< brought 
to this city in May, lSG2, by Admiral P’ar- 
ragut, and under the cover of a powerful 
stjuadron oi two hundredguns, was landed 
with a large military force, and proceeded 
t6 establish hlm.self in authority, and com- 
mand, almost the first person who made 
himself known to our p ople, as the chief 
and highest authority in tall business and 
civil affairs, was a large, coarse, vulgar 
man, previously known to somt; of the 
more knoaing of our citizens, wbo had 
been to California or the Northern cities, 
as a disreputable adventurer. 

This mail now acquired an importance 
he never before enjoyed. He was the 
brother of the General commanding, was 
understood to lie his partner in all his 
business operations, and was invested with 
enormous privil*-ges. He i>ossessed large 
and valuable contracts, secured to him 
through the influence and favor of hi.s 
brother. As post sutler, he had entire 
control of all the trade which wa.s permit- 
ted to be carried on in the city. The army 
and people were supplied with subsistance 
'at his prices Foreign vessels were stop- 
ped and compelled to lay up for some 
time in quarantine below the city, that 
the skips loaded with bis g<K>ds and gro- 
ceries might ' .pply and muno)K)lize the j 
market. The transports of the United | 
States were at his command to bear to 
foreign ports the proiluce bought by him 
from our merchants and planters at such 
rates as he might determine. Permits I 
were easilj' obtained by him for parties to | 
go into the C siifederacy. and a consider-; 
a'. lo trade wa> thus carried on out^ide of 
the lines. He was the principal buyer of 
Confederate uotea after his brother had 
yirohibllcd their u.-e. He bought vast 
amounts of pnvlu<-e at bis -awn prices, by 
threatening tlu* holders tltereof with iin- 
priscmmeiii ball ai d chain. 

In this manner and by these inean.v. 
with the c ’ tt nance and active aid of 
tlm. com3iand.^r of the United Slates 
army occupy ing ibis city, the ex-gambler 
of Culiforuii^matiag. d during the time he 
was here to monopolize nearly the whole 
commerce. atVjl exen ise an absolut<‘ pow- 
er over all tin- property of the city. Next, 
he extended hi.- operations into the coun- 
try, leasing » igar plant.ations and cultivat- 
ing them, wi’h the protection and aid of 
United States - ddiers. and coercing the 
negroes to work on his own terms. 4Ie
